Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: We discussed whether the language of the amendment filed 
08/23/07 would be sufficient to overcome the 1 12, 2nd rejection. It was agreed that said amendment was sufficient to 
overcome the rejections set forth in sections 1-4 of the last Office Action (Non-Final Rejection mailed 06/15/07). 
We agreed to limit the carpet to carpet tiles. 

We also discussed adding functional language, supported by the specification, that would help distinguish the invention 
over the prior art. Specifically, it was proposed that the mechanical function of the ornamentation be added to the 
claim (i.e., wherein said carpet tile is capable of being interchanged with carpet tiles from various lots in which the 
same pattern is established and wherein a visually acceptable effect is produced). In other words, the function of the 
carpet tiles would depend upon the chosen pattern or yarn color combinations. See discussion of In re Seid, 73 USPQ 
431 in section 6 of the last Office Action. As such, it was agreed that an amendment as discussed would be sufficient 
to overcome the prior art rejections based upon Oakey as set forth in sections 6-8 of the last Office Action. 
It was agreed that, short of any newly found art in an updated search of the prior art, such a proposed amendment to 
independent claims 1 , would place the application in condition for allowance.
